STEAMSHIP TKADK HIND SI NK. 

No Live* Lost. 

Frctm the New Orleans Picayune. 

The steamship Trade Wind, Capt. J. T. 
Morrill, was cleared by her agents, Messrs. 
(J. W. Hynson & Co., for Uelize, Hondu- 
ras. on Wednesday last, with three passen- 
gers and a cargo consisting of 4G1 barrels 
tlour, G barrels beet, 34 bales hay, 21 bar- 
rels potatoes, 14 barrels onions and sundry 
articles of merchandise. She left her 
wharf Wednesday night and crossed the 
bar at Southwest Pass Thursday morning, 
striking a mud lump as she went over.
